a magnificent gift of a Playground 
Park, and as the children of Gettys- 
burg enjoy its many features and 
growing older memory brings back 
the happy days that will have been 
spent in this Playground Park, one 
man will stand out pre-eminent in the 
minds, memories and hearts of the chil 
dren of Gettysburg, to whom will ever 
go out the blessings of children for 
many happy days of play and the 
many happy memories that will be 
cherished of those days. This man 
who will become enshrined in the 
hearts of every boy and girl of Gettys- 
burg for all time to come is William 
B. Kurtz of Philadelphia. 


The magnificent gift of the Play- 


ground Park by Mr. Kurtz to Gettys- 
burg is made out of the fulness of 
hearts who have only the happiest 
memories of Gettysburg. The gift is 
a memorial to the father of the donor, 
"William Wesley Kurtz and also in 
memory of the happy days of the boy- 
hood' of the donor spent in Gettysburg. 


William B. Kurtz is the son of Wil- 


liam Wesley Kurtz, and grandson of 
Anthony B. Kurtz. The latter jvas a{ 
leading citizen of the town more than 
sixty years ago. His home was in Get- 
tysburg and from 3S4o to 1S4S he serv- 
ed as Prothonotary of the county. He 
had a number of sons and (laughters, 
one of the latter being Mrs. Amos Eck 
ert of this place- 


William Wesley Kurtz was born in 


house on York street owned by An- 
drew Scblck. and now owned by Mrs. 
P. L. Houck. He began life in Gettys- 
burg by clerking in a dry goods store 
and then went to Philadelphia, and by 
strength of character and endowments 
became one of the leading and success- 
ful bankers of that city. He was al- 
ways warmly attached to the old home 
town of Gettysburg. His son, William 
B. Kurtz, following his father's foot- 
steps, is a prominent banker of the 
Quaker City. 


The 
children of William Wesley 


Kurtz for many years came to Gettys- 
burg to spend their summers and Wil- 
liam B. Kurtz speaks of those annual 
summer days spent at Gettysburg as 
among his most cherished memories. 
For a number of years the Kurtz 
family home was the brick house on 
the iiarrisburg road and later the 
family

street, the property now owned by J. 
L. Butt. JBsq. 


The Playground Park to be given by 


Mr. William B. Kurtz to the children 
of Gettysburg has been located and 
the greater part of the land has been 
acquired. Conveyances and 
surveys 


are in process of being made. 
The 


park is admiiably located. There is 
no piece of ground about town better 
located for the purpose, being the larg;- 
pst piece of ground nearest the heart 
of the town, but a half square from 
Baltimore street and about equally 
distant from High street in the south- 
eastern part of the town. 


The park may be more than twenty 


acres, the largest part being composed 
of the three fields of Mrs. Amanda Ho- 
rn an and a wedge of an acre in the 
Homan land owned by Beniah Spang- 
ler. These two tracts of over sixteen 
acres have already been acquired with 
the fine spring on the iracJ of Mr. 
Spansler, 
A visit to this land will 


disclose their admirable qualities for 
playground purposes. The fields are 
almost level a;;d can be made entirely 
so with a little grading. They are well 
drained. They can be made quickly 
accessible to a great part of the town. 
An entrance way at the Winebrenner 
Lane will be near the center of the 
park, asid it can also be reached by al- 
ley further up town, A way can be made 
from the Reformed Church past the 
old graveyard that will lead to thej 
park by a short cut. The Homan land j 
is bounded on the south by "Winebren 
ner's Run and it is possible the park; 
may extend beyond the run toward 
•he blind street on top of Baltimore 
Hill, waking another possible entrance- 
way Jo the grounds. 


Mr. and Mrs. William B. Kurtz visit-

The "Star" last week said, "Simply 


because Lafean has refused to allow 
tbe 'Independent' to bold him up does 
not justify Alleman.- etc." 
What can 


this language mean? Really has Alle- 
man ever made the attempt to ask a 
price of Lafean for the support of his 
S.paper? If
